Many people have disregarded the Italian opening A Ven-Pie s 
A Roia~Ven (> and F Nap^Ion as a poor attempt by Italy to sit on th* 
fence for a season before selecting a target 0 Others regard It \*b 
an opening which will antagpnisje everyone and get Italy little in 
the way of centers «, A last ma jor group otfople considers" it "a 
^a ther weak way to attack Austria, showing little courage for the 
attack and one which has been telegraphed to Austria 0 

It is possible that this opening has been sold short because 
of the above „ but there are certain situations in which thl« opening 
oan be of great use to Italy* 

The first point to reseaber is that Italy does not huve that 
many choices of good openings with which to start 0 In many cases 
Italy will commit units to an attack before seeing what alignments 
occut* among the nations during the Spring moves 0 All other countries 
have opening which allow then to sit back a season,, make progress 
toward other supply centers^ yet no*> close off options as to triends 
and enemies o
